Mony ron»eientiou* teachers who 
really ore doing a fine job, spend 
hour* of drabness and discourage, 
mcnt and even lie awake et night 
worrying 
because 
they are 
not 
reaching every child as they feel 
they should. 
Happier Person* 
lf they only realised the improb­ 
ability of attaining perfection and 
would more often dwell on their 
successes, they would not only he 
happi,>r per so i a hut alto more effi­ 
cient teacher*. 
Some conscientious teachers like 
some conscientious parents, too o f­ 
ten let them selves get down into 
the slough of despond because they 
so seldom lift up their own eye* to ­ 
ward the shining mountain top of 
their successes. Just as many a dis­ 
couraged mother needs to be shown 
her numerous nohievoments a i a 
parent, she hardly is awsr# of. so 
m»ny a discouraged teacher needs 
approvals she deserves. 


Roost Tear her’a Moral* 
There’s so much wa parents can 
do to boost the moral* of th* teacher 
of our children. All we need to do 
Is to watch and listen, as a rule, to 
discover som ething very Ane in the 
toucher and her ways with the 
children. 
Our three children went through 
the public schools from the kinder­ 
garten to th* high school, inclusive. 
I f s hard to recall now a single very 
Important item in relation to any of 
th*ir teachers that earned us seri­ 
ous concern. But oar memories ir e 
full of the An* and wonderful things 
we liked. When I try to recall all 


children and their playm ates and 
pals about their teachers and the 
bad things they said, the former 
stand out large while the latter 
shrink alm ost to nothingness. 
Mrs. M eyers and I only regret 
now that wa did not more often tell 
tho various teachers of our good 
im pressions. We thought at the I 
tim* we were doing pretty well in 
this direction but wa are sure now 
wo were too m iserly with our ap­ 
provals and too much disposed to 
take all the good things for granted. 
But even today some children are 
not so fortunate as were our chil­ 
dren. Indeed, I read occasionally ie 
a letter an account of some teacher 
whose stupid or brutal w ays with 
children am as* me. But, as a nile, 
the mother who writes such a letter 
•a ys nothing of the other fine 
teachers this child has now or hss 
had and may even have wholly over­ 
looked some possible good in the 
bad” teacher described. 
I would even concede that this 
teacher m ight have no apparent 
goodness worthy of cominemlation. 
But I would not conceilt* that her 
children have not also had some 
grand teachers. 
Maintain Perspective 
I'm talking o f relative m atters 
and entreating my fellow parents 
to maintain perspective. Most par­ 
ent* all the tim e could honestly com­ 
mend their child's teacher and prac­ 
tically att parents occasionally could 
do so. By and large, there's very 
much more In teachers to approve 
than to disapprove. Let's not be so 
liberal with blam* or so miserly 
w ith deserving praise. (M y bulletin 
"Parent* Can Hein Child Succeed at 
School" m ay he had by sending a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope to 
me in care of this paper.) 
Let us remember that the more 
we help our children to esteem their 
teacher (genuinely) the more our
